Los Angeles, Aug. 19.—On Sep- 


tember 1st the advance guard of an 
army of eight hundred construction 
men will begin building the third 
220,000 volt transmission line be- 
tween the Big Creek-San Joaquin ri- 
ver power houses of the Southern 
California Edison company and the 
city of .Los Angeles, covering a dis- 
tance of two hundred thirty-two 
miles at a cost of approximately 
eleven million dollars. The electrical 
carrying capacity of the new lino 
will be 200,000 horsepower. The an- 
nouncement that all of the details 
for this big undertaking had been 
completed was made by Executive 
Vice-President and General Manager 
R. H. Ballard following a meeting 
of the engineering committee of the 
company today at which the last de- 
tails of the project were decided up- 
on. 


This new transmission line will be- 


gin carrying power from the High 
Sierras to southern and central Cal- 
ifornia by January 1, 1927. when 
the enormous growth in the demand 
will require additional transmission. 
The industrial survey of the Edison- 
served territory, commenced by Mr. 
Ba.llard several years ago, shows 
that the time has arrived for pre- 
paring for the year 1927. The execu- 
tive vice-president in making the 
announcement today called attention 
to the increase of over 148,000 horse- 
power for lighting, industrial and 
agricultural expansion during the 
year ending July 1, 1925. 


Of the $11.000.00 which this line 


and auxiliary buildings with equip- 
ment will cost, nearlv $6.000,000 will 
be expended for land, labor, supplies 
and material purchased locally. 


The labor on the job will require 


the expenditure of approximately 
$3.000,000 for wages. 


The enormous construction work 


of the Edison company since it be- 
gan active operations on its Big 
Creek-San Joaquin river properties 
shortly after the war, has resulted in 
the location of plants for the manu- 
facture of electrical equipment on 
the coast, which makes possible the 
purchasing of far more California- 
made material for this line than was 
possible when the original Big Creek- 
San Joaquin line was built; as for 
example it will be possible to pur- 
chase a large portion of the steel 
towers from a new plant which is 
located on the coast. All of the in- 
sulators for the line will bo made by 
another concern which is also located 
on the coast. The manufacture of 
line hardware, which consists of the 
equipment for attaching the con- 
ductor to the tower, is an important 
branch of the electrical industry and 
heretofore has been confined to the 
cast. Local manufacturers have been 
induced to install the required ma- 
chinery and the hardware used in 
this lino will be made in their estab- 
lishments.

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War on Forest 


Fires Is Waged 


By Association 


Andy Gurisalus is a bolter, who 


tnust strive all week in the city; but 
On his day off he piles his wife and 
baby into his flivver and seeks the 
solitude of the mountains. On Sun- 
day, August 31, 1924, he had com- 
pleted his lunch, which he ate on 
the west side of the San Gabriel 
tiver, in Sah Gabriel canyon, a mile 
above the O'Melveny ranch. 
He 


<3r«w out a pack of cigarettes, light- 
ed one, shook the match to assure 
himself that it was extinguished, and 
tossed it into the brush. 


A month later 50.000 acres of 


brush-covered land in the San Gab- 
riel watershed of the Angeles nation- 
al forest had been burned over with 
a potential loss of millions of dollars. 


As a result of the fire, however, 


the federal board of fire review met 
in Los Angeles, surveyed the situa- 
tion and recommended an appropria- 
tion of .*!.000,000 by the federal gov- 
ernment for protection of the forests 
in Southern California, the federal 
find county forest services received 
the unstinted backing of the public, 
and the Los Angeles County Con- 
servation Association of Southern 
California concentrated on arousing 
public sentiment and standing firmly 
behind the forest officers. 


In recent years the vast import- 


ance of the .forests containing the 
watershed of Los Angeles and vicin- 
ity has been gi-owing in the public 
mind, and the purpose of the Los 
Angeles County Conservation asso- 
ciation, working as a part of the 
Southern 
California association, is 


to solidify this sentiment and safe- 
guard the prosperity of the country 
by preserving the brushland and 
woodland. 


XATIOXAL MOVEMENT 


"We hope that a national move- 


ment for reforestation will start as 
the result of our efforts here in Los 
Angeles, said Eussell H. Ballard, 
executive 
vice-president 
of 
the 


Southern California Edison company, 
and first vice-president of the county 
association. 


"The protection of pur watershed 


is a matter of vital importance to 
every citizen of Southern California, 
and we are bending our efforts to 
that end. 
Our federal, state and 


county officials are doing their ut- 
most, but the money to 'safeguard 
the forests must come from the pub- 
lic, and the public must be instruct- 
ed ns to the need of providing the 
funds." 


While the countv association con- 


centrates its work on the problems' 
within this county, it operates with 
the 
Conservation 
Association of 


Southern California. 


With the aid of the conntv asso 


elation. Supervisor Cecil of the An 
geles national forest, 
and 
Acting 


County Fire Warden Turner, have 
each mapped out comprehensive fire 
plans covering their respective ter 
litories. and have drawn up .cam 
•psignS in advance of fires. Los An 
geles Fire Chief Scott hns recenth 
installed a complete fire plan on the 
more than 100 square miles of brush 
covered land in the Santa Monica 
mountains. 


Testimony was produced befori 


the board of fire review on the sub 


, jeet of the value of the watershed 
; of the Angeles forest to Los Angeles 


San Bernardino. Riverside and Or 
Rnge counties. It was brought ou 
that only twenty-five per cent of thi 
irrigable land in the Santa Ana rive, 
valley is now under cultivation, due 
to the fact that 125,000 acre fee 
of water escapes annually to thi 
ocean. 
The irrigated crops in thi 


region are estimated as being valuet 


,t $40,000,000. It is the contention 
if conservation experts that a vast 
indeveloped tract can be added to 
he income-producing area of South- 
rn California if the watershed is 
imply protected and the water re 
ainetl. 


VITAL TO PROSPERITY 


The report of the board declared 


hat the prosperity of an extremely 
arge area in. Southern California 
lepends on the maintenance and in- 
rease of the water supply and upo- 
"ood control. 
While brush-covered 


and will retain approximately eighty 
er cent of the rainfall, burned-over 
and will retain only six per cent, 
t was brought out, due to erosion. 


The board therefore recommended 


the expenditure of $1,000,000 by the 
'ederal government in co-operation 
vith agencies in Southern California, 
ooking to the immediate rehabilita- 
ion and further protection of these 
watershed areas. 
This has been iu- 


Todueed in congress, and is known 
s senate bill 4155. The main efforts 
of the conservation association dur- 
ng the present and coming year will 
no to insure the passage of this bill 
in the next session of congress. 


The association also assisted the 


late County Forester Flintham to 
secure !-;S5]000 in addition to his 
regular budget, to extend fire breaks 
and fire trails throughout the county. 
This work is being carried on under 
:he direction of Acting County For- 
ster Turner. 
A flood control committee has been 


organized which will devote itself 
:o ascertaining the situation in re- 
gard to flood control problems. The 
resort owners of the Angeles forest 
iflvo been organized into a body to 
net. on fire suppression and factors 
ifTecting the recreational uses of the 
forest. 


MAIX PURPOSES 


The main purposes of the associa- 


tion are to prevent fires, reforest 
the denuded slopes, 
control flood 


waters, and to promote the recrea- 
tional use of the forests. 


In 
1923. figures 
produced by 


.Supervisor Cecil indicate, the An- 
geles forest was visited by 1,600.000 
persons. 
Due to the popularity of 


the automobile the forests are no 
longer isolated, but are 
orien 
to 


every citizen of Southern California. 
The policy of the federal govern- 
ment, ns contained in the board re- 
nort, is to promote the travel in the 
forests and welcome the visitor, with 
proper 
menace.

Without the preservation of the

J. R. Hodges of this city has te- 


ceived a copy of an Austin (Texas) 
daily newspaper containing a feature 
article and photograph cf his eldest 
son, Clarence A., instructor in phy- 
sics at the University of Texas. The 
article describes the manner in which 
the younger Hodges computes ac- 
curately the weight of the world. 


Clarence A. Hodges is the son of 


one of the pioneer families of the 
valley and graduated from the Co- 
vina schools. After completing his 
university work he taught in the 
schools of this state for a number of 
years, being called from higher to 
ligher positions until reaching his 
present one. 


Like many other Covina boys who 


aave gone forth to win fame and 
fortune, Clarence was at one time 
connected with the Covina Argus. 


The article follows: 


By measuring a force less than 


that created by a mosquito wing or 
less than one ten-millionth of the 
weight of a. niekle, 
Clarence A. 


Hodges, instructor of physics at the 
University, > of Texas, was able to 
calculate accurately the weight of 
the world. 


He did Mot accomplish this task 


in a few days or a month or so, but 
it took him over a year. The con- 
struction of his delicate apparatus 
and taking measurements consumed 
the most time, while actual calcula- 
tions were finished within a week. 


And what did he get out of all 


htat detailed work? His master of 
arts degree; for his experiment was 
his thesis for the degree. At present 
he has just begun the construction of 
a delicate machine with which he 
hopes to prove one of the unproven 
laws — experimentally unproven—of 
physics. He., hopes to earn his doc-

But getting b'ack to the- weight of" 


the world and the breeze of a mos- 
quito 's wing-^-granted the last was 
used only to show the minute force 
measured. 


"The whole basis for my exp^ri- 


nient was Newton's law,'' Hodges 
explained. Forces attract each other 
in proportion of their masses, or in 
other words, in proportion to their 
weights. And also, forces attract 
each other inversely proportional to 
the distance between." 


In plain English, a bigger mass 


pulls a smaller to it. If you throw 
an apple up in the air, the world 
pulls it down. If you could throw 
something bigger than the world up 
in the air, the world would go up. 


Then the other part of the rule. 


The farther a thing is away the less 
it is. attracted to the larger object. 
An apple is thrown up in the air one 
foot, and it comes down faster than 
if it had been thrown 20 feet. 


So those were the two law's Hodges 


had to work on. "Very simple," he 


i said. Maybe'so. 
I

Hodges constructed the apparatus 


for his experiment in a closed room 
in the basement of the main build- 
ing at the university. There was one 
outside window arranged with shut- 
ters. Three of the walls were brick 
and the other was a wooden parti- 
tion. All openings during the test 
were closed, and the temperature of 
the room was kept steady. 


And then the apparatus itself was 


constructed—all of it in the machine 
shop of tiiii physics department at 
bar or torsion bar, as he called it. 
in three and three and one-half inch 
drawn brass tubing, and the suspen 
sion ribbon in a one-half inch iron 
pipe. A second pipe, closed at the 
top, was placed around the one en 
closing the suspension fibre. The low 
er ends of the outside pipe rested in 
cups of mercury. 


A slot in the upper end of the 


outside tubing covering the ribbon 
war, fitted around the torsion head 
thus making it possible to adjust th 
position of the mahogany bar by 
merelv turning the outside tubing. 


"The 
npparatns.'.' Hodges said 


"consisted of a mahogany rod, fron 
which were suspended the movnblc 
or attracted masses or balls. 
The 


vod was braced by two steel wire; 
to prevent bending or sagging durin; 
the course of the experiment. 


The suspension—a double phos 


phar-bronze ribbon about 80 em in 
length—was placed perpendicularlj 
to the bar from a point above." 


"Now 
we know," Hodges ex 


plained, "that if two larger masse 
are pulling on or attracting a t.hir 
that eventually they will hit an 
equilibrium—that is, if the wire i 
twisted around and around becaus 
it is pulled by some force thnt i 
will eventually reach a point wher 
it will begin to twist back." 


With that in mind, Hodges placei 


two cannon balls renting on station 
ary blocks a set distance from th 
suspended balls within the pipe. On 
cannon bull was placed in front o 
the miHpended bull on one side nni 
the other in bnck of the sunpendei 
bull nn the other.

iiitsbogany lx-r.ni in the prntrr HI, thn 
enrli turn of th« ribbon would hi 
ri'fli'cti'il in the mirror.

light made by the twisting ribbon 
would be reflected through the teles- 
cope onto a scale placed on the wall 
several feet away from the appara- 
tus. 


Each ray of light was reflected, 


and the angle made by the reflection 
through the telescope onto the scale 
was made, and that gave Hodges his 
angles for calculation. The scale used 
was a finely graduated thermometer 
scale, the readings in no case being 
as large as one tenth the space be- 
tween them. 


With all this arranged—when told 


it does not sound preposterous that 
it took a year to get it in. working 
order—Hodges began his observa- 
tions. 


"You see,;" Hodges pointed out. 


"the cannon balls attracted the sus- 
pended balls within, the pipjes and 
gradually pulled them toward them- 
selves, thus twisting the beam and 
making the suspended ribbon twist. 


"I 
observed the angle made by 


each twist of the ribbon reflected by 
the mirror to the scale," he contin- 
ued. "Observations were made at 
times, every fifteen minutes for an 
hour, and at other times I recorded 
the changes only every nine hours.

"Several times minor things went 


wrong with the apparatus," Hodges 
said, "and I had to tear it down 
and start over again—like one time 
the mercury corroded the ribbon—I 
had to grease the ribbon and start 
all over."

I mean that the census says 
there are so many cars inside and 
giving -leeway for those outside on 
business and pleasure—that meas- 
urement of the stars is more accur- 
ate. 


"Perhaps it would be interesting 


to know," he concluded, "that the 
smallest mass in the world ever 
weighed is an electron and it weighs 
1, 000, 000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 
of a gram."

Meeting at the call of Frank 


Vheeler of Claremont, chairman of 
he roads committee of the San Gab- 
iel valley associated chambers of 
ommerce, delegates from the various 
ities of the valley interested in the 
outing 
of 
the 
Arrow highway 


hrough eastern Los Angeles county 
fathered at a dinner meeting at 
Claremont Inn on Friday evening. 
A committee was appointed to work 
ut a practical solution of the dif- 
erences as to the routing of the 
ighway from the San Bernardino 
ine to La Verne. 


Mr. Wheeler presided as chairman 
the evening. There were 42 dele- 


gates present at the dinner, Hugh 
Jomeroy, secretary of the Regional 
'lanning commission, delivered the 
rincipal address of the evening. The 
liscussion centered chiefly around 
he routing from Claremont to La 
Verne. The separation of the grades 
Tossing the Santa Fe and Pacific 
Electric railroads at a cost roughly 
estimated at $150,000 was the chief 
tumbling block. Mr. Pomeroy sug- 
gested an assessment district to in- 
lude San Dimas, La Verne, Pomona 
ind Claremont to finance the im- 
>rovement. .The most logical place 
uggested for the grade separation 
was a point where San Antonio ave- 
nue crosses the two railroads north 
if Pomona. Mr. Pomeroy said the 
eparation nt this point would also 
'liminate the hazard 
existing 
at 


present at San Antonio avenue. 


Thf? Arrow highway originated in 


San Bernardino county. The rights- 
of-wny have been secured and a good 
lortion of the road built in that 
county. San Bernardino has deliver- 
ed the road to,the county line at a 
joint 400 feet south of Cucamonga 
ivenue at Claremont. The route had 
jeen fully agreed upon by the cities 
west of La Verne and the La Verne 
•lelegation proposed a route from 
Tourth street, La Verne, in a straight 
line to Sixth street, Claremont. This 
routing met with some opposition in 
;he college city for the reason that 
ihe city and the 
college campus 


would be divided by a thoroughfare 
and for the second reason that Clare- 
mont could not stand the expense of 
grade separation to return the high- 
way to the south side of'the tracks 
to connect with the highway at the 
San Bernardino linev 


CANNOT AFFORD IT 


La Verne, on the other hand, can- 


not afford the expense of the grade 
separation at that point in order to 
continue the route on the south side 
of the track and along Cucamonpr 
avenue, or parallel thereto, south of 
Claremont to the San Bernardino 
line. 


The alternative of organizing an 


assessment district to meet the ex- 
pense of effecting the grade separa- 
tion at a point between Claremont 
and La, Verne, probably, at the San 
Antonio avenue crossing'in the city 
of Pomona was offeredToy Mr. Pom- 
eroy. .

'Chas. P. Curran, chairman of the 


road committee of the Pomona cham- 
ber of commerce, told the assembly 
that the Pomona body 'would be 
pleased to co-operate in working out 
a plan that would be acceptable to 
all concerned.

delegates from each of the cities of 
San Dimas, La Verne, Pomona, Clare- 
mont, Supervisor Grier of Snti Ber- 
nardino county, President Manker of 
the San Bernardino County Arrow 
Highway 
association 
and a third 


delegate from San.Bernardino coun- 
ty will decide upon an acceptable 
route and a plan of financing the 
grade separation,. 


NOT TO INTERFERE 


Addressing the gathering Mr. Pom- 


eroy said the pioneers of the project 
hould make it their purpose to take 
nto consideration the removal of 
mznrdous grade crossings and not 
o interfere with the industrial de- 
elopmont along the railroad lines. 
?he general Highway plan must al- 
ways fit into the general railroad 
)lan, he said. 


San Dimas and Azusa were given 


>y Mr. Pomeroy as concrete exam- 
jles of foresight in planning of thor- 
'Ughfares. 
These cities have 100- 


'oot right-of-ways suitable for the 
nirposo of the proposed Arrow high- 
way. The planner told the gathering 
that a bridge across the San Gabriel 
river would be another of the major 
>roblems to be surmounted. In view 
»f the fact that there is not a bridge 
over the river between the Valley 
and Foothill boulevards he did not 
;hink that it would be difficult to 
>ring about the construction of a 
3ridge between the two at the cross- 
ng proposed for the Arrow route.

Anyone who is coficernecl about the future security of 


the country, in peace or war, so far as the supply of petro- 
leum products is concerned, will find material reassurance 
in a report which has just been published by a committee 
of eleven members of the board of directors of the Amer- 
ican Petroleum institute. 
The report indicates that there 


is no cause for alarm. 


Late in 1924 President Coolidge appointed the federal 


oil conservation board, consisting of four members of his 
cabinet, to make a study of the future supply of petroleum 
in the United States. In consequence of the president's 
action, the board of directors of the American Petroleum 
institute appointed a committee to make report on the 
future supply of and demand for petroleum. The com- 
mittee, enlisting the co-operation of experts in oil and of 
numerous authorities outside the industry, conducted an 
investigation which has taken six months to complete. 
The report is probably the most thorough study of the 
oil industry that has ever been ina'de. 


Predictions of failure of the American supply of oil 


have been made almost from the beginning of the oil 
industry. All have proved fallacious. 
"When the produc- 


tion of old fields has dropped off, the oil industry has 
found new 
fields. 
• 


lOil is a hidden resource. Without actual drilling 


the* is no way of telling where it lies nor how much of 
it iithere. It must be sought and discovered. There are, 
however, sound facts on which to base an estimate of 
how; much oil existing fields will yield through present 
methods of pumping and flowing. The report fixes the 
figure at five billion, three hundred million barrels. And 
the estimate is made that after present fields cease to pro- 
duce there will remain in the ground, unrecoverable by 
pumping or flowing, twenty-six billion barrels of oil, a 
large portion of which may be recovered through new, but 
known, methods, such as flooding with water, the use of 
air or gas pressure to force the oil out, or mining. Alto- 
gether this comprises a considerable quantity of oil "in 
sight." But the major reserves of the nation lie in an 
area of more than a billion unexplored acres of land in the , 
United States which are geologically favorable to the pres- 
ence of oil. Here new fields are to be discovered. Then 
there are, imports, particularly from South America, which 
will relieve the strain on the American reserves. And 
when, if ever, the supply of petroleum fails, the nation 
has huge deposits of oil shale, coal and lignites, from all 
of which liquid fuel and lubricants can be obtained in 
such vast quantities as to present an aspect of unlimited 
supply, which will be drawn upon as price of products 
justifies development. 
"

The report draws particular attention to two impend- 


ing developments of very great importance. One is the 
extension within the industry of "cracking" crude oil, a 
process which increases the yield of the all-important 
gasoline. The other is a change in motor construction 
which, roughly Speaking, will double the mileage of the 
automobile per gallon of gasoline. Herein is true conser- 
vation. 
. 


Altogether, the findings of the committee are reassur- 


ing. There may be passing periods of shortage of petro- 
leum, but there is no danger in the situation. The com- 
mittee's conclusions follow: 


1. There is BO imminent danger of the • exhaustion of the 


petroleum reserves of the United States. 


2. It is reasonable to assume that a sufficient supply of oil 


•will be available for national defense and for essential uses in the 
United States beyond the time when science will limit the demand 
by developing more efficient use of, or substitutes for, oil, or will 
displace its use as a source of power by harnessing a natural energy. 


3. Current supply and demand cannot stay in balance, since 


the amount of both supply and demand are constantly changing. 
Generally, current supply will exceed or be less than current 
demand, creating surplus or shortage; either condition will be 
reflected in price, but price will in time correct either condition. 


4. Petroleum recoverable by present methods of flowing and 


• 
pumping from existing wells and acreage thus proven consists of 
five billion, three hundred million (5,300,000,000) barrels of crude oil. 


5. It is estimated that after pumping and flowing there will 


remain in the area now producing and proved twenty-six billion 
(26,000,000,000) barrels of crude oil, a considerable portion of 
which can be recovered by improved and known processes such 
as flooding with water, the introduction of air and gas pressure 
and mining, when price justifies. 


6. Improved methods of deep drilling below uil auuds now- 


producing will disclose in many areas deposits not hitherto avail- 
able, which will be tantamount to the discovery of new fields. Im- 


' proved methods of producing have been perfected which will make 


possible recovery of oil from these lower levels. The limit of deep 
drillinc has not been reached. 
_ 
-

The major oil reserves of the United States he in some 


one billion, one hundred million (1,100,000,000) acres of lands 
underlain by sedimentary rocks, and not fully explored, in which 
geology indicates oil is possible. With extended search new sup- 
plies will be found therein. 
8. The nation has an additional reserve in the vast deposits 


of oil shale, coal and lignites, from all of which fuel and lubricants 
may be extracted if and when the cost of recovery is justified by 
the price of these products. These deposits are so huge that they 
promise, under conservative estimates, an almost unlimited supply. 


9. While this report is confined to the petroleum supply and 


demand within continental United States the importance if imports 
cannot be ignored. Countries to the south are known to have large 
petroleum resources, for the output of which the United States is 
a natural market and the supply therefrom must inevitably have 
its influence on the consumption of American reserves. 


10. The availability of future petroleum supplies from the 


vast area of land mentioned above depends upon adequate incen- 
tives to the exploration which in the past has given the nation a 
sufficient supply of petroleum, in peace and in war, throughout the 
history of the oil industry, from its inception in 1859. 


There must be: 
(a) 
Security in the ownership of oil lands and of the right 


to lease. 
(b) 
Conditions of exploration and development by owners or 


lessees permitting exercise of initiative, liberty of action, the play 
of competition and the free operation of the law of supply and 
demand. 
(c) Prices that will provide a return to producers, refiners, 


and distributers commensurate to the risks involved and the capital 
invested. 


11. The supply of petroleum will be made to go much further 


through more ciifieient utilization. Automotive experts state that 
the mileage of vhe motor car per gallon of gasoline may be doubled 
through structural mechanical changes, when price justifies such 
changes. Improved mechanics will also result jn smaller consump- 
tion of lubricants. 


12. Through improved methods, principally the process known 


as "cracking,'.' the refining branch of the industry has already 
increased the yield of gasoline, now the major product of petroleum. 
Through further improvements and extensions the supply of gasoline 
will be augmented still further by the "cracking" of fuel oil. 
In consequence the supply of fuel oil will be correspondingly dimin- 
ished, thus eventually-removing fuel oil from competition with coal. 


13. Waste in the production, transportation, refining and dis- 


tribution of petroleum and itb products is negligible.
